An Earthquake Register. 


Professor W. T>. Alexander expects 


to establish 
In or near Honolulu 


at an early date an earthquake obser- 


. It-Is stated "in the evidence that tl» 
defects discovered in the engines and 
appurtenances were of such a nature 
that tbe ship could not have prudently 
proceeded on her voyage until repairs 
were mads. 


The ship Vent to sea with her dis- 


tiller still making undrlnkable water 
but Capt. Whiting had taken the pre- 
caution to put in the double bottoms 
30,000 gallons of fresh water for drink- 
ing purposes, although the use of such 
water was protested against 
by the 


medical authorities. 


Capt. Whiting addressed a lettw to 


Secretary Long from Marivetes, P. L. 
Oct 23, in which he says: 


"Notwithstanding the.-fortuitous con- 


sequences to myself, attendant upon 
the cruise of this vessel to the relief of 
the Asiatic fleet at Manila, I should 
consider myself derelict ia my duty as 
commanding officer, now that the war 
is over, if I failed to call the attention 
of yourself and the Department to the 
highly meritorious services rendered 
by this ship's company of officers and 
men under the most trying and difficult 
circumstances. The ability, courage, 
zeal and endurance shown by them in 
crossing the Pacific ocean in a vessel 
of this- type, practically a raft with only 
sixteen inches freeboard in her over- 
loaded condition, certainly deserve 
seme recognition. A cruise of over 
7,000 miles in the tropics, in excessive 
temperatures, with what small deck 
room there is in the ship packed with 
coal so that sleeping places and sleep 
were almost unobtainable luxuries for 
the forty days spent at sea—all hands 
upon a limited amount of fresh water, 
struggling with appurtenances and en- 
gines never designed for such overload- 
ed service, continually breaking down 
and us continually being repaired—no 
war duty <has been more onerous or 
more disheartening. Anticipating a 
fight to the death with the enemy's 
heaviest force afloat, the voyage has 
been all a forlorn hope from the be- 
ginning, recognixed as such, by all who 
participated, heartily joined in without 
flinching, happily ending, without an 
incident yet only needing disaster to 
emphasize what I write."

There was a great naval re- 
Tie w of war vessels, and two large pa- 
rades on two successive days, the on» 
being entirely military a-*"* the other 
civic. In the civic parade there were 
a great number of fanciful and em- 
blematic tableaux, arranged- on floats 
in order to suggest to the eye some of 
the products and some of the natural 
wealth of the territories recentjy- ac 
quired by the United States. Among 
these floats were the ones furnished .by 
this institution, to which your editorial 
refers. In .each case the floats were in, 
charge of natives, or rather aborigines 
»£• the country in review. Thia was. 
aot with the slightest Intention of glv- 
ng the empcession that the Islands 
were solely or even principally peo- 
pled by races of this kind, but merely 
n order to appeal to the interest of Che. 
populace here, which-is always pleased 
at the eight of races different from its 
own, 
but which c«itainly;neTerderiTe« 


ate power and inBnenc«<A^ch 
We -have in this country, for instance, 
a traveling show, which is patronized 
everywhere, called Buffalo Bill's Wild 
West Show, made .up namely . of In- 
dians, buffaloes and wild horses. This- 
show, as we^ have said, is largely at- 
tended whenever it has been brought 
and has created a great interest even 
in London and other European cities. 
We do not suppose that one out of the 
mndreds of thousands of spectators 
who hava witnessed this show have any 
notion that the western part of this 
«ountry is principally peopled by In- 
dians and buffaloed. They are relics 
of the past which must appeal to every- 
body, and which in a way belong to the 
education of everybody; so in the same 
way BOW that the West India Islands, 
the Hawaiian 
and 
$he~ Philippine- 


Islands have come under the control 
of the United States their destinies ar* 
torever linked with those of this coun- 
try, yet there can certainly be made no 
complaint if our citizens show some 
interest for the peoples which have in- 
habited them in the past They will 
not be led thereby to believe that the 
same jfeoples are responsible for their 
management and^ontrol at present, or 
that they will be in the future. They 
will not think of these peoples as cit- 
izens of the United States any more 
than they will think in that way of our 
own Indians, yet because a race ia sta- 
tionary, or going backward, we see no 
reason why a general public desire to 
be informed about it should not be sat- 
isfied. This desire In regard to our 
new territories is still greater, in view 
of the fact that they are to a great de- 
gree unknown to the American public.

The said news reached Hono- 
lulu by the Inter- Island Company's 
steamer Mauna Ix>a yesterday morning; 
The Intelligence bad been .telephoned 
from Hanmkna Mill to Kailua, Word 
was received in Honolulu by Theo. H. 
Davies & Co., Tom May and others, and 
a letter came to Manager Geo. Renton, 
ol Ewa plantation, a brother of de- 
ceased. 


Announcement of this death comes 


as a genuine shock for the reason that 
exactly a -week prior .to his demise, Jas. 
R. Renton left this city for his Hawaii 
borne and was in excellent health 
to 


every way and in his customary good 
spirits. He had been visiting here 
with friends and relatives for a fort- 
night. 


The illness of Mr. Renton was of but 


i few day? duration and its nature is. 
not positively known. Several of the 
passengers by the Mauna L/oa said that 
they heard an attack of apoplexy 
brought on the end. Another report 
was that there was an old intestinal 
trouble. The latter is probably correct. 


James Robert Renton was one of the 


best 'known residents of the group and 
was esteemed highly by all for his in- 
tegrity and his many manly qualities.

No Objection to Placing a Memorial 


in Westminster. 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—It is understood 
thai the Prince-of Wales has spoken ap- 
provingly of the proposed monument to 
George Washington to be placed .in 
Westminster Abbey. 


Several members of the Anglo-Amer- 


ican League recently approached Dean 
Bradley of Westminster Abbey, sug- 
gesting that a national monument to 
Washington should be erected in the 
Abbey. 
The memorialists urged £hat the 


feelings which had in the past existed 
in England against Washington (had 
Jon* since disappeared, and that a 
movement for a monument at the pres- 
ent juncture would be a great influence 
for good, as (tending to cement the 
friendly relations growing up between 
the two nations.

A GREAT BRIDGE. 


At the annual general meeting of the 


stockholders of the Quebec Bridge 
Company, held in Quebec recently, it 
was decided to call for bids at once for 
the building of the bridge across the 
St Lawrence st Chaudiere, five miles 
above Quebec.

The problem of burning all must 
be solved at once. The first cost 
should not prevent us from doing this 
at once.

Possibilities of Use of Fibre 


Fide Cloth. 


In an 'article on "Possible Fiber In- 


dustries of the United States," In Xp- 
pleton's (Popular Science Monthly (No- 
vember), C. R. Dodge tells us that the 
leaf of the pineapple contains a very 
fine silky fiber that may be utilized la 
the manufacture of texlle fabrics. He 
says: "A pineapple plant matures but 
one apple in a season, and after the 
harvest of fruit the old leaves are of 
no further use to the plant, and may 
be removed. The leaves have the 
same structural system as the agaves 
—that Is, they are composed of a cel- 
lular mass through which the fibers 
extend, and when the epidermis and 
pulpy matter are eliminated .the resi- 
due is a soft, silk-like filament, the 
value of which has long been recog- 
nized. Only fifty pounds of this fiber 
can be obtained from a ton of leaves, 
but ,as the product would doubtless 
command double the price of Sisal 
hemp, -its production would be profit- 
able. How to secure this fiber cheaply 
is the problem. The Sisal hemp ma- 
chines are too rough in action for so 
fine a fiber, -and, at the rate of ten 
leaves to 'the. pound, working up a ton 
of the •material would mean the baSdl- 
ing of over twentv^diousand leaves 
to secure perhaps three dollars' worth 
of the commercial product Were the 
fiber utilized in the arts, however, aid 
its place established, it would com- 
pete In a measure with flax as a spin- 
ning fiber, for its filaments ore divisi- 
ble- to the thousandth of an inch. 
The substance ias already been utiliz- 
ed to a alight extent In Eastern coun- 
tries (being hand-prepared) in the 
manufacture of costly, filmy, cobweb- 
like fabrics that will almost float in 
air."

In the debate on the Hawaiian Ter- 


ritorial bill now before the Senate, an

/"provision giving power to the Gover- 
ns to appoint territorial officers, but

The Commissioners in reviewing the 


situation here, and now the Senators, 
see the necessity of a strong execu- 
tive here. Of course this is not the 
doctrine of popular sovereignty, but it 
3s the lesson of a century of experi- 
ence. If the people are not to have it 
all their own way, then give the one 
who is to govern them some power to 
3teep them in line. 


(President Dole's theory of surround- 


ing the Governor with advisers is one 
ghat experience condemns. 
Unless 


•executive power is concentrated ia-one 
person, it is a miserable, halting 
affair. Share responsibility between 
men and in a crisis, the first thing 
they do is to "get between each other's 
legs," and make confusion. President 
Dale's theory of protecting the people 
ittgninat executive wickedness was that 
of the French doctrinaires in 1792 
>wiQ divided the power between several 


—-consuls. Bonaparte came along and 


ireajMtoough it like a foot ball wedge 


There has not been a large charita- 


ble, or educational, or business insti- 
tution that has made any marked suc- 
cess until it has kicked out President 
Dole's theory of distributing the exe- 
cative power. The rum of scores of 
railway corporations is simply due to 
#h*a theory of guarding the executive 
power. No one man masters the situ- 
ation, if h« ia at the mercy of several 
other men who have not mastered it. 


After an tie conduct of government 


ia controlled .by public opinion, irre- 
spective of laws. Bad laws and an In- 
efficient or corrupt executive are due 
to the indifference or selfishness of the 
public. The most elaborate system of 
safeguards in public or private con- 
cerns are rubbish unless there is a 
sentiment that enforces them. 


Tbe problems to be solved in these 


Islands are moral and not legal. An 
executive is needed here who will do 
more than merely execute laws,—one 
•who baa the gift and purpose of fusing 
jatarmony tie Hves of this mixed pop- 


- illation. This is, however, a merely 
ideal speculation. The actual execu- 
tive win be, sooner or later, one who 
i» in touch with the people, even if he 
stoops very low to make the touch 
and keep ft.

Col J H Fisher in an interview, 


which we assume is correctly reported 
in Mr. Sewall's organ, declares that

The rumors in Washington, and the 


correspondence between some of t!he 
Importing merchants in this city, end 
Special Agent Sewall, leave the matter 
of excessive Importations of foreign 
goods, in an unsatisfactory condition. 


We have made special effort to ob- 


tain Information on the point regard- 
Ing excessive Importations, and cannot 
find that they have been any greater 
than the financial and business state 
of the country demands. There have 
been rumors, as there are rumors of 
all kinds about, that some merchants 
Intended to take advantage of the tran- 
sition condition of the tariff laws, and 
make profits out of a re-exportation of 
goods to the Mainland. But there does 
not appear to be any reliable source fof 
them. 


The Special Agent is justified in 


warning the Treasury Department of 
any scheme to re-export goods. But any 
warnings, founded on street rumors, or 
general suspicion, seriously assault 
the standing of most reputable mer- 
cantile houses. A large importation of 
foreign goods in view of Increased tar- 
iff rates is a common practice with th« 
most reputable and large merchants on 
the Mainland. The importation in an- 
ticipation of the passage of the Ding- 
ley bill amounted to many millions in 
value in excess of the current wants of 
the country. It was held to be *4figit- 
imate operation. The foreign mer- 
chants of this city have not, so far as 
we can learn, followed the practice of 
the merchants of the Mainland in this 
respect. 


Importations with a view to re-ex- 


portation to the Mainland is not a 
legal fraud, but a violation ofThe spirit 
of the American protective system, and 
invites the criticism of being an un- 
friendly act on the part of the resident 
importing merchants 
It even chal- 


lenges the prompt passage of lews in 
resentment. 


To the extent that rumors, and hear- 


says, have been used to make Congress 
believe that tthis is a disloyal commun- 
ity, it is an unjust reflection upon the' 
merchants. Congress, j^unable to sift' 
out the truth from these flying srtories, 
will naturally take it for granted that 
there is some widespread conspiracy 
fostered here to nullify the revenu* 
laws. 


Only a clear knowledge of the con- 


tents of the Special Agent's despatches 
to the Treasury department would en- 
able one to decide whether or not the 
statements made In them were made 
for political effect.

Supreme Court Remands Attorney 


Davis to Custody 


(From Saturday's Advertiser.) 


The opinion of the court by Chief 


Justice Judd was filed yesterday In the 
matter of the application of Geo. A. 
Davis for a writ of habeas corpus. 


The decision says, "A Circuit Judge 


acting by authority of law in a judi- 
cial capacity has the right to punish 
for contempt of court. 


"A fine for contempt of court having 


been imposed and not paid, the offen- 
der may be imprisoned until it is 
paid." The decision is supported by 
numerous citations. The clerk is di- 
rected to note on the writ that it is 
discharged, and the petitioner was re- 
manded to the custody of the Marshal. 
Mr. Davis asked the court if he was 
to be confined in a convict prison 
where thieves, murderers, etc, are im- 
prisoned? He submitted that he was 
not legally imprisoned; that he would 
bring another writ up as he was not 
a criminal and that he would be the 
last one to go to prison. The court 
remarked, that it was for the Marshal 
to see whether or not Mr. Davis was 
in a proper confinement. Mr. Davis Is 
comfortably -placed at the police sta- 
tion for the remainder of his ten days. 


In closing the decision the Supreme 


Court saya: 


"It seems to us also that both of 


these contempts were in facie curias. 
The obnoxious bill of exceptions was 
read to the judge. The second con- 
tempt was language addressed to the 
judge, and was far more serious in its 
nature. 


"It is the duty of this court to see to 


it that the several judges and magis- 
trates of this Republic are protected 
in the exercise of -their judicial duties, 
and their valid 'judgments respected." 


Tonnage and Displacement. 


At the present time, when naval 


matters are a source of great interest 
to the general public, saya the En- 
gineering News, one continually finds 
the terms "displacement" and "ton- 
nage" improperly used, both, fa the 
daily press and. in common speech. 
The confusion between the terms 
would not occur if their meaning were 
understood. "Displacement"- refers to 
the quantity of liquid displaced by the 
immersed hull of the ship, and "ton- 
nage" to the freight-carrying capacity 
of the 
ship determined by certain 


rules of measurement. 


The displacement of a vessel is the 


entire weight of the hull with ail its 
contents, according to the well-known 
law of hydrostatics that a floating 
body displaces a weight of fluid just 
equal to its own weight. A ship sinks 
in the water to such a level that the 
pressure of the fluid displaced exactly 
counterbalances the weight of the 
ship. 


No More War Pay. 


Calculations made at the War De- 


partment at Washington show that the 
restoration of peace will result in a 
saving of from $450,000 to $500.000 
a 


month in the single item of pay of eh- 
listed men in the United States army. 
A private soldier receives in time of 
war $ir>.80 a month, but in time of 
peace it is only $13. A first sergeant's 
pay is $30 during-war and $25 in time 
of pesire. The same proportion of de- 
crease holds,' in the salaries of other 
non-commiesi<*Jfed officers.

000 men of the volunteer and regutor 
armies receive altogether $2.600.000 
a1 


month. 


IN SAMOA. 


LONDON. Dec. 24.—The Washington 


Government, according to a dispatch

Under date ot Manila, December 3, a 


gentleman of the Devrey fleet, Ameri- 
can navy, well qualified to "write upon 
the various subjects treated, lias the 
following to say to a Honolulu friend 
who 'had lodged a request for views: 


Aguinaldo's government Is still in ex- 


istence, but he 'has now a rival govern- 
ment on the Island of Panay. From 
this we judge that Aguinaldo and his 
revolutionary government does not sat- 
isfy 
the entire population of the 


islands. Aguinaldo himself has proved 
to be a diplomat of the highest order, 
but one who is very intent upon look- 
ing out for number one. He has formed 
a Cabinet, whom toe is supposed to con- 
sult on all matters pertaining to the 
government of the islands, but this he 
does not do when his own, interest is at 
stake. The situation at present, owing 
to these two rival governments, Is at 
•best a' complicated one,,, and one wlhich 
I am afraid it -will require more than 
diplomacy to straighten, when we final- 
ly decide to occupy the entire islands, 
whdcli In all probability we will from 
the present outlook, 'innumerable diffi- 
culties will present themselves. 


The natives have decided that inde- 


pendence only is what they will taike, 
with a protectorate if necessary, we to 
give the latter. What return they ex- 
pect to give us for this -protectorate I 
am at a loss to state, and really the 
idea has never entered their heads. To 
deal with, a people of this 'kind I am 
afraid our country will have their 
hands full. 
It will be a great pity to be compelled 


to wage war on 'these people, which 
will be a never-ending one, and at 'best 
will not accomplish the desired end, 
namely, to rule the islands. They cover 
such a vast area of territory, many of 
them, peopled 'with tribes even more 
savage than the Indians of North Am- 
erica. In and around the cities the peo- 
ple are intelligent, but in. the interior. 
they are illiterate and naturally op- 
posed to be subjected to any prescribed 
law. 
I have talked with many intel- 


ligent natives and men who have -been 
in the interior, and, .from one and all; 
the same story is heard. They will 
fight for what they, call'indepetndeince 
and -will tolerate the. ruling of no; na- 
tion. This may seem a rather vague 
story, their fighting, but they have a 
complete military organization, and, 
from conservative estimates by unin- 
terested parties, their number is put at 
150,000.' 


While the Islands are very valuable 


from both a. naval and commercial 
view, yet, in my mind, they are not 
worth one mother's son lost in their 
retention. And if the United States in- 
tends to keep them, not only will it re- 
quire a vast fleet of ships, but a stand- 
ing army of nearly 50,000 men. I have 
often wondered if on the 1st of May, 
we had left after destroying their fleet 
and batteries on shore, and gone, say 
to Honolulu, what would have been the 
result. I have mentioned this to a num- 
ber of people and they smile at the 
idea. Yet it would have saved our 
army from being transported here, in 
fa«t it presents so many possibilities 
that the subject is best let alone. Had 
we known at that time that the Hawaii- 
an Islands opened their ports to our 
ships, the probability is that we would 
have gone there. But Dewey *had no 
way of knowing this and it was his 
duty to seize, while he coukl, a port for 
his vessels. 


It will be some years before the peo- 


ple of our country will actually realize 
what our little tin-clad fleet (as the 
Eastern Squadron called us) has don«. 
It has been the means of opening one 
of the richest ports in the world, 
which, in time will rival and excel 
Hongkong. The actual value, of this 
port has never been realized, owing to 
the almost prohibitive tax placed upon 
products by the Spanish Government, 
and their secretive method of handling 
shipping. Not TWO days ago as many 
as eight ships c-Atne into the harbor 
from various ports with and for car- 
goes. 


It is surprising to me that the ven- 


turesome American capitalist has not 
yet made h.is appearance. The English | 
firms from Hongkong 
have 
realized

The Nero left us yesterday 
for San Francteco, taking about forty 
of the men who had served the longest 
overtime. Yet, from what I can learn, 
it is difficult to get men at present, and 
there seems no blame for the state of 
affairs but force of circumstances. 


We all had some hopes that the six 


original ships who fought the Battle of 
Manila Bay would go home together, 
but they are (far from being realized. 
The ships will gradually be filled up 
with new men and the old hands -will 
have gonehpme.

EVERYTHING AS HE WANTS IT 


How th* Great Power In His Hands 


Is Used-Taxes—Sanse of 


Responsibility. 


(Montreal Witness). 


In other countries labor agitates; in 


Australia is rules. It works eight 
hours; plays eight 'hours, sleeps eight 
hours dn the diurnal course. It Has its 
own bouse and garden. It wears good 
clothes. It has always money in its 


' pockets. It makes its impress upon 


tbe legislation of a great country. 


Power is rarely exerted, with wis- 


dom; even in Australia, despite condi- 
tions which appear to the outsider to 
be Idyllic, there Is a fly in the amb»r. 
labor IB tyrannical. It refuses ini- 
tiative to the individual. It will not 
'allow a man to work when fae wants 
to. It makes it unlawful to do any- 
thing after the stroke of the clock. It 
reduces life to a mechanical routine. 
Audit delights to harass capital. 


This is according to tbe testimony 


of Mr. J. N. S. Austen, an Australian 
of leisure, who, with Mrs. Austen, is 
at present making a tour around the 
world. Mr. Austen had been to Japan, 
China and India and came apross the 
continent to Montreal. 


"Triumphant labor 'has changed the 


face of things in Australia," Mr. Aus- 
ten, remarked. "It is dominant in all 
our legislatures, and the laws it makes 
annoy and injure capital. It taxes in- 
dustries to euch an extent as to make 
them unprofitable. It claps a heavy 
Income tax upon the man who is mak- 


. ing two-or three or ten hundred pounds 


a year; it allows the man who makes 
one hundred and fifty pounds to go 
free. It singles out corporations which 
bare invested their money in the coun- 
try, and so harrasses them that it mas 
come to this that many of the great 
industries are leaving the country. 
Men of means are selling out and re- 
investing their capital in England. 
"Is 'there not sense 'enough to per- 


ceive 4hat this is killing the goose 
tftat laya the golden egg? 


fnhe niore prominent in the labor 


party ate beginning to see this, but the 
mass, conscious of power, desire to 
make *hat w>werfelti even if it result 
In taeir own Mtimate Injury. We had 
the era In Australia, when we returned 


" men to parliament for the -honor of the 


thing. Now we have the system of 
payment of members, of which the lab- 
or party takes advantage. Men are 
elected who are pledged to measures, 
Which, while they consolidate the in- 
terest and the power of the labor vote, 
are Inimical to the general welfare of 
the country." 


Labor says at what hour a man shall 


leave off work In afternoons, and fines 
him who would dare to live his life 
as be pleases. It says to the store- 
keeper that he must close his shop at 
a certain time. It does not .matter that 
the public are disappointed in their 
wants. Labor is king, and rules with 
the consciousness of plenary power. 


(Mr. Austen says that the great fede- 


ration scheme has been largely blocked 
by the attitude of the labor party. A 
feature of that scheme is the reduc- 
tion of the several legislatures and 
ministries, and the labor party, dread- 
ing the loss of power and emolument, 
has opposed the work. It wants to 
send its usual number of men to the 
halls of legislation,—men who are tak- 
en from the ranks of labor, and who 
are paid at the rate'of three hundred 
pounds per annum. Each of the five 
legislatures would, under the federa- 
tion scheme, he reduced to the level of 
finance 
committees, 
practically—an 


Idea which the thoughful people favor, 
making for a great economy, which 
the labor party does not desire. 


Mr. Austen thinks, however, that 


despite the attitude of the labor party 
and the vote of New South Wales, 
which have blocked the scheme, the 
federation idea will be realized, and 
that Jn the near future. New South 
Wales, through the vacillation of the 
premier, the Hon. Mr. Reid, whom the 
papers have satirized as the Tea-No 
man,' gave an Indeterminate vote, 
•which will be reversed before long. 
Another thing about New South Wales, 
according to Mr. Ansten, it is free 
trade, and therefore prosperous. "Tnere 
was the feeling that in Joining federa- 
tion, New South Wales was In the 
position of a rich man who pnts his 
capital into a poor concern. She felt 
that ahe was giving more than ehe was 
likely to get." 


Mr. Austen described the character 


of the Chinese walls which the vari- 
ous colonies have erected against one 
another. It Is laughable. It i* child- 


by our white population. The Chinese 
and Japanese on toe contrary are emi- 
nently fitted for this work of develop- 
ment. But the labor party will not 
let them.

Wide Tires. 


(San Francisco Exchange). 


The law providing for wider tires 


goes into operation at the beginning 
of the year, and it is now in order to 
ask the draymen what they are going 
to do about it? The absence of pre- 
parations Indicates that it Is intended 
to treat the law as a dead letter. It 
will be nobody's business in particular 
to enforce it, and nobody will think 
it profitable to obey it. But now that 
our streets are improved, and we are 
beginning to take a little pride in tfeom, 
it will be strange if the police, whose 
duty it is to enforce all laws, are not 
brought under pressure enough to 
cause them to see toil that this eminent- 
ly practical law is not made to serve 
its purposes, as it is in so many other 
places we know. It is idle to put down 
smooth 'pavements if narrow tires are 
permitted to tear them, or wear them 
into channels within a few months. It 
wll cost a little to Widen the tires, 
but then dt has cost many millions to 
make the streets, principally for the 
use and benefit of the tire owners. The 
least they can now do is to get wider 
tires and to save to the city a few of 
the millions that have been spent for 
their benefit.

Quartermaster 


General of the Army. 


(Army' and Navy Journal). 


Quartermaster General Ludlngton 


gives a few details of the new depots 
in the islands, to which we have fallen 
heir so strangely. 


Lieutenant Colonel Ruhlen, in charge 


at Honolulu, reports that he has secur- 
ed the necessary office rooms and store- 
houses for use of department* (head- 
quarters and depot, and also about fif- 
teen acres of ground for a corral. He 
has' organized and placed In service 
the Government mules and wagon 
transportation. 


The only resources of the country for 


building material are stone and sand. 
The stone is.a very hard and brittle 
volcanic rock or lava; resembling In 
color blue limestone and in texture & 
very hard, gritty limestone. flBr 
thlng> else requisite for construction 
work, except stone and sand, will have 
to be imported from the Pacific coast. 
The lime used Is brought from Califor- 
nia, tout the cement is imported Port- 
land, brought usually as ballast in sail- 
ing vessels direct from Europe, No 
bricks are made, those in ose having 
been brought in ships as ballast from 
the Pacific coast. A limited Quantity 
of lumber is kept on hand In tocal 
yards, but the .whole supply in Hono- 
lulu today does not probably exceed 
1,000,000 feet of all kinds. The price 
for which it is sold is not unreason- 
ably high. 


All the water heretofore used by the 


iroops In camp and at the Quartermas- 
ter's corral Is that furnished by the 
city water supply plant. The source 
of supply la artesian wells, found every-, 
where on this island; the water 'bear- 
ing sand or gravel stratum being en- 
countered at a depth of from 200 to 800 
>elow sea level, and the water usually 
flows to the 'height of 32 feet above sea 
evel when, confined in tubes. Almost 
the entire irrigation system of the bl- 
and of Oahu is supplied with water 
rom these artesian welte. The water 
obtained from these wells appears to 
be pure and free from any objection- 
able taste.
